How the food industry 
gets its own Way

@ The public front. The food 
industry now spends over £425 
million a year on advertising. 
The industries whose foods are 
most onder attack for bealth 
reasons tend fo spend the most 
money on their image. The 
Butter Information Council has 
a £3 million annual budget and 
invites the press to medical 
conferences; It also displays 
indastry, sugar also puts money 
mto sport. British Sugar has 
sponsored British sportswomen:t 
Nlars Bars put £200,000 into 
the London marathon. The arts 
will follow. 


@ The professional front. The 
British Nutrition Foundation is 
funded by the [ood industry. 
Originally it was sponsored 
mainly by RHNI and T&L. The 
BENF's tarret groups are “opi- 
nion leaders" and “educators”. 
It also seeks coutacts with the 
media, Whitehall and Westmin- 
ster. Currently it has achieved 
an association with the Royal 
Callege of Physicians. The 
industry also works directly 
with the medical profession: the 
BSB, WSRO, CCCA and BIC 
cach lobby doctors and dentists; 
Mars has funded dental re- 
search on vaccines. The indus- 
try supplies charts and other 
literature to schools, University 
departments of nutrîtlon and 
food scicnce (for example at 
Queen Elizabeth College, Loa- 
don. and at Reading) are 
supported by the industry's, as is 
scientific rescarch,.  RHNMNL, 
Cadbury-Schweppes. Kellopgs. 
Tate & Lyle and Rowntree 
Mcakintosh are present on 
campus. Senior scientists move 
between industry, the Civil 
Service and universities. 
@ The political front. The 
more highly food is processed, 
the more it contributes to the 
gross nations! product through 
“added value”. So the industry 
has a friend in the Department 
of Trade and Industry (DTI). 
The DTI is also influenced 
multinational drug and chemical 
industries with interests in 
processed food. The Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food 
further pressed to do so by the 
European Common Agricultural 
Policy (CAP) whose subsidies 
favour fat and sugar production.

@ Sugar is top lefL Tate and 
Lyle (T&L) and British Sagar 
BS) process almost all 
Britain's sugar. British, and 
world, Sugar is rep- 
resented by the British 
Sugar Bureau {director- 
general, Mîchael Shersby 
MP) and the World Sugar 
Research Organization. Two 
firms making massive use of 
sugar are Coca-Cola, and 
Rowntree Mackintosh. 


© Fat is top right. Meat and 
dairy farmers are powerfully 
represented in Whitehall by the 
National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU). In the last 10 years 
British farmers have been 
subsidized an estimated 
£63,000 milliou. Marketing and 
public relations organizations of 
farmers and distributors include 
the Milk Marketing Board 
{(MIMB). the National Dairy 
Council (NDC), the Bacon and 
Meat Marketing Association 
(BNIVLA), the Meat Promotion 
Executive (MPE), and the 
Dairy Trades Federation

The increaşe in senior excCU= 
tives wilh their hands on 
computers in the US has gone 
Irom five per cent two years 180 
1o around 50 per cent today. 
The majority of these are not 
chief executives but managers 
immediately below the board. A 
common reason given for their 
use is the desire for a better 
quantitative basis for strategic 

son. 

Whether the chief executive 
should use a computer is still a 
controversial qucstion. Many 
authorities (and chicf execu- 
tives) feel that it is not 
appropriate 10 their jobs t0 be 
sluck behind a computer ter- 
minal. 

Professor Treacy is known for 
hiş clasşic case study of Ben 
Heineman. President of Nor- 
thwest Irdustrics, who spends 
30 hours a week on the 
computer and claims to have 
saved $200m on one decision 
alone (not to build a steel plant) 
that would not have been 
possible without the strategic 
models he had built on his 
machine. Various circum- 
stances make Heineman's pos- 
ition exceptional but the trend 
is increasingly to follow his 
example. Professor Treacy cited 

ief executives at Hughes 
Aircraft, Proctor and Gamble, 
and the Bank of Montreal. 

Aithough the cost of personal 
computers or terminals (the 
trend is towards pe’s) is low, the 
cost of the databases of 
information which executives 
typically need to access to in 
pe can be a 
matically high. approaching 
$150,000 for a singe strategic 
application, with a similar 
annual operational cost to kecp 
1he information up-1o-date. 

The annual cost of the 
information base used by Ben 
Heineman is 1kree million 
dollars. 

This trend is in spite of the 
currently inadequate slate of 
`soflware 1o support execuiive . 
use of these systems. The 
software thal has a reasonably 
user-friendly interface for senior 
executives, such as Lotus-1-2-3 
and Visicalc, lacks the database 
capabilities required by senior 
executives and the database 
software is generally insuffi- 
cienlly user-friendly.

why Î have talked ofthe principles 
rather than the plan ilself because 
its primary assumptions are no 
longer valid. We are 25 per cent 
olf target on energy consumption. 

The principles of the plan were 
very EOOd. I see no reason why 
ihey should not bg continued. 
These principles were: money will 
be invested. in the modernization 
of the industry. producing an 
increase in produclivity;: and 
obsolete capacity will be replaced. 
Capacity is obsolete either because 
of exhaustion or because of 
economic non-viability, 

I think the civil servants must 
have consumed enormous gallons 
of midnight oil coming up with 
the words of the 1974 plan which 
were carefully selected to make 
sure that whoever read it would 
gct the meaning he wanted out of 
IL
